Russians Advance Several 
Miles in New Drive in

(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ) 

LONDON, . July 24.— {Special.] —

emperor and his chief of staff today were 
rushing toward the scene of the latest 
German reverse, oblivious for the time 
being to all developments on the western 
front. 

London tonight recalls nothing of more 
significance in the last year of fighting 
than this sudden move. The kaiser, in 
London’s view, at last has given notice 
that the great Russian menace overshad- 
ows all else. To military critics he has 
given fresh proof that Germany believes 
the war will be decided in the east rather 
than the west. In his hasty departure 
for the Russian battle line London pro- 
fesses to see a tacit acknowledgment of 
the danger which is confronting the Teu- 
tonic allies at almost every point along 
the long front ined ies to the Carpa- 
th§ans. 

DRIVE THROUGH BREACH. 

Driving a wedge through the breach

Rest Houses Keep Up Health. 

Another factor in keeping up the health 
and spirits of soldiers has been the rest 
houses.

Foes Buried Side by Side. 

The Russians He beside the Germans 
and the double armed Russian crosses 
marking their graves are fashioned with 
as much care as is bestowed on the sin- 
gle armed crosses for the German graves.

MADRID, July 24.—That only th® dia- 
monds of his white wife stand between 
Jack Johnson and poverty is the impres-
